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THE CONSTIROUTIONAL STRUGGLE IN 
PRUSSIA. 


History bears distinct testimony to the conclusion that there 
are imitiatory stages in the life of nations during which their 
civil polity be adyantagecisly founded upon a military 
“basis. authority, implicit obedience, exact, minute, 
and inflexible organisation—the principal characteristics of 
military rule—are, perhaps, the most efficient, as they certainly 
are the most available, instruments for rough-hewing the insti- 
tutions of a people on their first emergence from barbarism, 
Public order is the great requisite in demand at this period of 
national development, and this, at least, a military adminis- 
tration is well fitted to secure, It is, however, a dire misfortune 
when, as in Prussia, the mind of a nation thoroughly qualified 
to appreciate the highest results of civilisation is cramped at 
every turn by a rigid and soldierly system of civil government, 
suitable only to rude and uncultured communities. We doubt 
whether there is another country in Europe in which there is so 
marked a contrast between the freedom permitted to individual 





intellect and the bondage imposed upon the public will as there 
is at this moment in the dominions of King William of Prussia, 
Hence, to a great extent, the present deadlock in the affairs of 
that State, 

Prussian ideas of government have been derived mainly 
from a military source, The nation has been drilled as an 
army. Every man has been a soldier—has spent a portion of 
his life under martial discipline. 
trained to regard obedience as the best expression of national 
virtue, authority as the only source of national rights, and 
complete organisation as the highest form of national life, and, 
at the same time, left exposed to the transforming influence 
of intellectual light streaming in upon them unchecked from 
all quarters, have resulted in a peculiar national idiosyncracy, 
difficult for Englishmen to understand, The Prussian mind 
is daring in speculation ; timid in resolve. No authority can 
restrain it from soaring to any attainable height in the realms 
of thought—while in the legitimate sphere of action the 
word of the meanest policeman is deferred to as law, Prussia 
is full of liberal notions and of acquiescent habits, She incases all

sorts of explosive maxims in a shell of loyalty which it seems 
impossible to destroy. In forming a judgment of what-is now 
passing within her borders we have to make allowance for this 
peculiarity. TheThrone and the people are at issue ; but Throne 
and people are alike modified in spirit by the influence exerted 
upon them by past training. The King cannot conceive of 
rights other than such as have their roots in Royal authority ; 
the people cannot conceive of action other than that which 
authority initiates and controls. Prussia is an army, the whole 
rank and file of which have become discontented, but whose 
habits of discipline place all combined movements under the 
practical direction of a corps of officers whom they despise. 
They are misled, and they know it, but they obey. Mutiny 
scarcely comes within their category of means, They see, they 
criticise, they protest, but, after all, the word of command, even 
from the mouth of a corporal, has a potency in it which they 
find it all but impossible to resist. 

A people thus shaped, and that, moreover, by influences not 
amenable to their choice, are plainly destined to go through a 
different order of political schooling on their way to con- 
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stitutional freedom than would be requisite or suitable under 
conditions less peculiar. It is not uncommon to regard their 
contest with the Crown as presenting a close parallel to that of 
the English people with the Stuart dynasty. With the single 
exception that it is a contest between the mdnarch and his 
subjects as to their reciprocal rights and duties, no two epochs 
present more diverse characteristics, English society had 
never been governed on military principles, Charles I, had no 
standing army at his command, His subjects cared little 
about mere forms, save as they embodied a free spirit. 
The religious sentiment entered largely into their political 
aspirations, and “the inexorable logic of facts” exercised 
a far higher influence upon their decisions than the 
logic of reason, In Prussia the case is very different. To the 
despotic tendencies of the Crown and the arrogant claims and 
exclusive privileges of a feudal aristocracy, must be added the 
all-pervading and all-penetrating element of a centralised 
bureaucracy, and the subduing effect of a large standing army, 
before the political position and capabilities of the people can 
be fairly estimated. No enthusiasm derived from the religious 
sentiment fires their blood. Within certain limits, they enjoy 
a@ more than common share of intellectual and ecclesiastical 
freedom, Perhaps the strongest motive by which they are 
impelled is the proud interest they take in the reputation of 
Fatherland ; and, had King William but pursued a lofty foreign 
policy, it is questionable whether in damestic affairs he would 
not have been allowed to work his own will. 

Such is the people whom a King, full of medieval notions 
on the subject of his Divine right, and employing the instru- 
mentality of a Cabinet distinguished only by conceited and 
insolent mediocrity, is doing his utmost to drive into revolt, 
Happily, as we think, he has not yet succeeded; nor does he 
seem likely to succeed; but no one can deny that the means 
he has stooped to employ are well adapted to bring about such 
aresult, Herr von Bismarck-Schénhausen, the Prime Minister 
(to say nothing of his colleagues), is qualified in every way to 
sting a people into madness. His demeanour towards the 
Chamber of Deputies combines almost every conceivable 
characteristic fitted to inflict humiliation on a highly-cultured 
people. His international policy, the slavishness of which has 
made Prussia a byword of reproach to the other nations of 
Europe, is upheld against the immense majority, by which it 
has been distinctly condemned, by a succession of petty insults 
such as no English gentleman would offer to his groom. He 
is not, he says, in any way amenable to their judgment ; he 
cares nothing for their opinions ; he shall be present at their 
sittings when it suits his convenience; he can listen to their 
clamours, so far as he is interested in them, without leaving 
the apartment in which he transacts the business of the State ; 
and his Royal Master will go to war, or abstain from it, with- 
out deeming it necessary to ascertain their views of the matter. 
And, lest all this should not touch the quick of Prussia’s repre- 
sentatives, he has got up a quarrel between the King and the 
Chambers on the score of a sorbordinate Minister less respected, 
if that were possible, than himself, and on grounds more palpably 
absurd than ever before constituted the battle-field of pre- 
rogative against right. 

A short time since, in the course of a debate on the Military 
Bill, M. von f&ybel, in reply to some taunting words from 
General Roon, the Minister of War, condemned him as having, 
more than any other member of the House, contributed to 
bring about a violation of the Constitution. The Minister 
denounced this expression as “an unwarrantable assumption.” 
The Vice-President of the Chamber, then in the chair, inter- 
posed to keep the debate within the limits of order. The General, 
however, refused to give place to him, and claimed a prior right 
as Minister of the Crown to the attention of the Chamber, where- 
upon the Vice-President, M. Bockum Dolffs, asserted the supreme 
authority of the chair, That authority General Roon took upon 
him to repudiate, “It extended,” he said, “to the Ministerial 
table, and no farther,” The Vice-President vindicated the dignity 
of the Chamber by putting on his hat and declaring the sitting 
atanend, Within a minute or two every Deputy had left the 


House, and General Roon, with the Royal officials, was left to | 
offer his insults to empty benches, Who but M, von Bismarck | 
would have seized upon such an incident as a suitable occasion | 
for bringing the Crown and the Chamber into hostile collision? | 


And yet, with a passionate impetuosity and a lack of judgment, 
for the extent of which even he would not have found credit, he 
has not merely committed the King’s Government, but also the 
King himself, to the assertion that the Ministers of the Crown, 
when acting as members of the deliberative assembly of the

retrogressive foreign policy, is depriving Prussia of all weight 
in the councils of Europe, and is rapidly destroying her chance 
of assuming the lead of the Germanic States; How far 
the prospect of sinking into a third-rate Power, and of 
allowing Austria to take precedence in the guidance of 
the policy of Germany, may rouse the somewhat som- 
nolent energies of the Prussian people remains to be seen, 
One thing only is clear—that, however phlegmatically they may 
endure the obsolete and medixval pretensions of the present

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Tue battle of the Nile has been a second time won by English 
captains. The secret of the source of the old river has been 
discovered at last, and two British officers, Speke and Grant, 
have accomplished what Cesar and Nero in vain desired to 
do. Perhaps the scientific Lepidus, when considerably advanced 
in wine and delivering his lecture upon the creation of 
crocediles by the operation of the sun upon the mud of 
Nilus, may have also coveted the knowledge which is now 
ours, We are in possession of the fact that the equator 
cuts through the southern portion of a great African 
lake, called Nyanza, amid the Mountains of the Morn, and 
that the River Nile is mainly supplied from the north of this 
lake. This is the cistern of the Nile, and, according to Sir 
Roderick Murchison, it is kept filled, not by melted snow from 
the mountains, but by the rain imbibed by the neighbouring 
foil, which is of a spongy character. Here, however, is matter 
for future observation, The grand point is now settled, and 
we know whence comes the water in which Cleopatra's Ptolemy 
was drowned, os was the favourite of Hadrian. .There are 
winking pictures in Rome; but did that famous ‘statue of Nile, 


which is in the Vatican, make no sign when the English officers 
tore away the veil from the aged mystery ?

in the bill which is now under consideration. That clause 
will enable the commanding officer of any corps to dismiss any 
volunteer, with or without cause, at any moment, and solely at 
the will of the said commanding officer, The terms of quali- 
fication are no qualification at all, and any military reader who 
will look to them will see that they place the volunteer abso- 
lutely in the power of the commander. A personal dislike, a 
fancied impertinence, a mistaken word—in fact, “ the cause to be 
judged by the commanding officer ;" and the best volunteer, the 
veteran who has worked most conscientiously, the maarksman 
whose name is a glory to the corps, may be ordered to surrender 
his rifle and resign the defence of his country. We think 
that to call attention to this clause is enough, or should 
be. It purposes to submit gentlemen—persons who, at their 
own expense and at the sacrifice of invaluable time, have 
learned their duty—to a despotism to which the lowest clown, 
captured by Sergeant Kite, but mot amenable to that

Tue promenade pier at Blackpool, Lancashire, was opened on 
Thursday week with considerable ceremony. From an early hour in 
the morning the trains, both eomuey and special, discharged large 
numbers of visitors, and by noon, when the proceedings of the day 
may be said to have commenced, the number of strangers was little 
short of 20,000. ‘The appearance of the town itself was as gay as any 
holiday could make it. Streamers, flags, and banners almost hid the 
thoroughfares, the shops were closed, and every one appeared to join 
in the day’s festivities. The pier and its immediate vicinity formed 
the great points of attraction. The ceremony of opening the pier 
began with a procession, which represented all the local interests of 
the town. The marching of the procession occupied about two 
hours, and, after passing through the chief streets and round the pier, 
it halted opposite the Clifton Arms Hotel, where Mr. F. Preston, the 
chairman of the pier company, said that the pleasing duty devolved 
upon him, on behalf of the directors of the Blackpool Pier Company, 
formally to open the undertaking which they commenced last year. 
The crowd gave several hearty cheers, and the demonstration was 
increased by a salvo of artillery. 

A déjeiner was afterwards served in the Clifton Hotel, to which 
about 150 persons sat down. Mr. Preston occupied the chair, and, 
after a few speeches from him and other gentlemen, the proceedings 
terminated. 

The pier is an elegant structure, and while it possesses a lightness 
of appearance which might at first raise doubts as to its strength in 
such an exposed situation, the usage it has already undergone is 
sufficient to justify the belief that neatness and lightness are not its 
only merits. It possesses an approach S0ft. long, an abutment 120ft. 
long and 45ft. wide, and the main portion is 1070 ft. long and 28 ft. 
wide, giving a total length of 1405ft. available as a promenade. 
About fifty yards, including the head of the pier, are still i > 
When the whole is completed, the head of the pier will possess ample 
landing-stages, with flights of steps 10ft. wide, and an easy incline, 
so that passengers may land and embark at all states of the tide. 
The entire superstructure rests upon iron columns, fixed to the ground 
by means of screws. The first of thesp columns was raised in May, 
last year, and, owing to the unfavourable weather, the works pro- 
gressed fora time but slowly. It was probably fortunate that this 
was so, for the storms which occurred in Octo 
structure was being erected at too low a level. 
holders profited by this salutary lesson, and in November held 
a special meeting, at which it was determined to raise the 

ier three feet higher than was originally contemplated. 
his alteration involved an extra cost of £1600, and was carried 
out without at all endangering the strength of the structure. The 
piles or columns are placed at intervals of 60ft., and the main girders, 
which support the planking, are placed upon them in lengths of 72 ft. 
Throughout the entire length of the pier an ornamental casting sur- 
mounts the main girder, and this forms a good back for the sitting 
accommodation of promenaders. As the head of the pier stands not 
less than 50 ft. above low-water mark, special efforts have been made 
to give it additional strength. Upon the main portion of the pier are 
erected several shelters and refreshment-houses, of an octagonal shape, 
which are placed on side

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SPAHIS IN PARIS. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Srant, in Arabic ssebaihhi, signifies horseman. The first native 
horsemen regularly embodied in the service of France were incor- 
porated by a Royal ordonnance in the year 1834, and were found so 
useful that, in 1840, all the native cavalry were formed into three 
corps of Spahis, belonging respectively to the provinces of Oran, 
Algiers, and Constantine. In 1845 the Spahis were definitively 
organised as regiments—the Ist at Algiers, the 2nd at Oran, and 
the 3rd at Constantine. The detachment of fifty Spahis recently 
arrived in Paris, and the first visiting France under Government 
auspices belong to the 3rd Regiment, successively commanded by 
General Desvaux, General Waldersbach, and at present by Colonel Du 
Paty de Clam, who kindly placed some of his men at the disposition 
of M. Beaucé, the artist, and to whom I am indebted for much more 
valuable and learned information than my space will permit me to 
avail myself of. 

Since their formation a vast number of superior officers have served 
in the regiments of Spahis, besides those just mentioned— Generals 
Durieu, D’Allonville, Esterhazy, Yusuf, Fleury, De Mirandol, and 
many others of great note, together with a swarm of subsequent 
Qolonels of distinction. The lion-killer, Jules Gérard, was also at one 
time a Lieutenant in the Constantine regiment.

the soil. It isin connection with this project that the first detachment 
of Spahis has been brought to Paris, where it is intended they shall 
remain for a year, 80 as to become well imbued with the advantages of 
civilisation and understand the benefits to be derived from science. 
Hitherto Arab chiefs only, interested in concealing the strength of 
their conquerors from their fellow-countrymen, have visited France. 
When an isolated individual of humble condition succeeded in making 
the voyage, any favourable opinion which he might carry back was 
easily discredited by the assertion that he had sold himself to the 
French. The Spahis, on the contrary, representing the well-to-do 
part of the population, on returning to their tents after a year’s 
absence, will relate to their families and friends all they have seen. 
Already they have written to tell of the care and attention of which 
they have been the objects, Grave and reserved, the Spahis, to 
the eyes of persons who do not know them well, appear to take 
but little interest in what they see; but they have expressed to 
their French officers their profound astonishment at the wonders of 
Paris. Faithful observers of their religious law, the Spahis, on the 
day of their arrival in the French capital, preferred eating dry bread 
to partaking of meat killed in a manner not altogether in conformit 
with the prescriptions of Mahomet. The words of the Koran ha 
indeed been pronounced by their Colonel while the sheep was bleeding, 
but it was not one of the faithful who had held the knife. The next 
day a native, brought over by the Spahis for that purpose, killed the 
sheep with due ceremonial at the abattoir. 
The Spahis are installed, with their excellent horses (their own 
roperty), in the barracks on the Quai d’Orsay, near the Tuileries. 
| They are lodged in the French style, although few of them had ever 
before slept ina bed. A Mauresque café and a fountain for ablu- 
| tionary purposes have been provided for their personal comfort, to 
which a good supply of the eternal cous-coussou, to enable them to 
| continue their Arab cuisine, will also contribute. To the wives of 
| the Spahis, left behind in the smalas, a certain sum of money is 
remitted every month for their temporary requirements. 
| The French and Arab officers of the Spahis live together at the mess

THE RUSSIAN IRON-CLAD BATTERY, PERVENETZ. 


Great interest was excited at Blackwall on Monday week by the 

launch, at the Thames [ron and Shipbuilding Works, of a most novel- 

formed floating battery, built by these celebrated constructors for the 
| Russian Government. The vessel in question, the Pervenetz, is a 
steam-propelled iron-clad ram battery of thirty guns, in structure 
| gimilar to the Warrior and other vessels of that class; but, instead 
of the beautiful bow of the noble ship just mentioned, she is built 
with a form of stem which closely resembles the snout of the rhino- 
| ceros, giving the vessel a most extraordinary and formidable ap- 
| pearance, the hawser-holes being painted, after the Chinese fashion, 
to resemble eyes. The same character of line is followed at the 
stern, and the armour carried back so as completely to protect the 
| gorew and rudder. The sides of the vessel are inclined at an angle of 
twenty-seven degrees, and completely covered from stem to stern 
| by 4}-in. plates of the toughest ecrap-iron (with a backing of teak 
9in thick), which descend throughout to 5 ft. below her load-line, 
| and she launched half-covered with them. Her length between the 

rpendiculars is 220 ft. ; beam, 53 ft.; and 26 ft. 6in, depth of hold; 

The engines, of 300- 
horse nominal power, will be furnished by Messrs. Maudslay, Sons,

This town is the capital of Fauquier (pronounced Forkeer) County, 
and has three or four thousand inhabitants. It has for many years 
been a fashionable resort during the summer, on account of the 
mineral springs in its neighbourhood. It is noted for its healthful- 
| mess and its beautiful scenery near the Blue Ridge mountains. It 
is about twelve miles from the Gordonsville, Culpepper, and Manassas 
Railroad, at the termination of a branch leading directly to the town. 
At this point the engagement took place between the Federal Colonel 
De Forrest, and the Confederate cavalry under Colonel Moseley, known 
as the ‘‘ Black Horse Cavalry,’’ and which was first organised in 
Fauquier County. It was probably merely a skirmish, or 
surprise, though variously described as a ‘“‘ reconnoissance,”’ 
a ‘heavy fight,’’ and a “terrific charge;’’ in which ‘“‘the rebels 
were scattered in every direction.”’ 

Warrenton has been for a whole year in the miserable plight of a 
| border town held alternately by friends and foes. After the evacuation 
of Manassas and all that section of Virginia by the Confederate army, 
| it was held by the Federals. For a time its beautiful residences 

became hospitals and soldiers’ quarters; and its fields and gardens 
| were laid waste. Then, again, Confederate successes drove the 
| Northern forces from the neighbourhood. The whole of Fauquier 

County is now almost cleared of provisions, the land has remained 
uncultivated, those of the inhabitants who could afford to seek other 
homes have long since done so, while the poor have been compelled 
to remain, and to suffer all the miserable privations of war. 

Warrenton is sixteen miles west of the battle-ground of Bull Run, 
twenty-two from Centreville, and about twenty south of Leesburg. 
It is situated on a high and varied renee of hills, which, however, 
are low in comparison with its beautiful background of mountains. 
The principal residences are detached, and surrounded by trees and 
gardens. It has six or seven emall churches, the handsomest of which 
is the es church, seen in the centre of our Engraving. To the 
right, the flag is waving from the cupola of the Courthouse, which 
is situated in the principal street of the town proper. 

Warrenton has always supported excellent schools, and boasted a 
large and handsome new college, where the education of young ladies 
‘was conducted by professors of acknowledged ability.

Besides, it carries us back to the festivities 
of the Restoration Day itself, when bonfires blazed in Cheapside, Fleet- 
street, and the Strand ; Bow bells and all the bells in all the churches 
were ringing; rumps of beef were roasted in the streets; the butchers 
at the Maypole in the Strand rang a peal with their knives; when 
“the wayes were strewed with flowers, the streetes hung with 
tapistry, fountaines running with wine ;’’ and when John Evelyn stood 
in the Strand, and beheld it, and blessed God. The wine-pots, of 
which the accompanying is a specimen, are mostly dated: some 
appear to be as early as the reign of Charles I., and are the pro- 
ductions of a colony of Dutch potters, who settled at Fulham and at 
Lambeth early in the seventeenth century. These pots bear the names 
of ‘‘Sack,”’ ‘‘Claret,’’ and “ Whit,’’ with the dates inscribed in 
blue. Marryatt, in his work on Pottery and Porcelain, mentions, 
among the claret-pots preserved, one at Swansea, dated 1642; another 
at Strawberry Hill, 1646; another in the Norwich Museum, 1648 ; 
and one belonging to Mr. Clements, at Shrewsbury, 1650. The 
specimen here engraved is in the possession of Mr. Thomas D. Scott, 
and was discovered many years since in an old Louse at Lambeth, the 
seat of the pottery; the pot with the it of Charles II. is very 
rare.

Every amplification of the personal history of our great epic poet 
Milton is read with interest. His garden-house, Aldersgate, was in 
existence but a few years since. It stood at the bottom of Lamb-alley, 
in Aldersgate-street; and Milton and his servant were, in the year 
1641, rated in the books of the parish of St. Botolph Without, Alders- 
gate, to the poll tax, in the second precinct of the parish, and so re- 

ed to the Exchequer. Lamb-alley (now Maidenhead-court) runs 
through from opposite No. 159, Aldersgate-street, into Nicholl-square ; 
and in the garden at the rear of the 1 of Shaftesbury’s mansion— 
Nos. 37 and 38, Alderagate-street—was the poet’s “ guollen-housa,” or 
, the walls lath, plastered with clay and straw. Here Milton 

was hidden from the fury of Charles II., and, no doubt, well provided 
for by his stanch friend and admirer the Earl of Shaftesbury. 
Phillips, in his ‘‘ Life of Milton,’’ describes the garden-house as at 
the end of an entry ; and there was formerly “a passage that found 
its way from the left-hand side of the court round this cottage into 
Wall-yard, which, upon the erection of the houses now Redcross- 
square, was closed up, when, for the convenience of the public, a 
footway was cut through the cottage for an entrance into Nichall- 
square.”” These minute details, copied from the parish books, have 
lately appeared in extenso in the City Press.

LADY LEOCONFIELD. 

The Right Hon. Mary Fanny, Lady Leconfield, whose sudden and lamented 
death occurred on the 23rd _inst., at her town house, 4, Grosvenor-place, was 
the only daughter of the Rev. William Biunt, of Crabbett, Sussex, and was 
married on the 25th of April, 1815, to George Wyndham, present Lord 
Leconfield, and leaves issue two sons—the Hon. Henry Wyndham, Captain 
lst Life Guards, and the Hon. Percy Scawen Wyndham, M.P.; and four 
daughters—viz., Fanny Charlotte, wife of Alfred Montgomery, Esq., son of 
Sir H. C. Montgomery, Bart. ; Helen Caroline Elizabeth ; Blanche Julia, Lady 
Naas; and Constance Elizabeth, wife of Lieutenant-Colonel William Mure, 
Scots Fusilier Guards. Lady Leconfield’s daughter Caroline Sophia, wife of 
Colonel R. N. Fitzharding Kingscote, C.B., M.P., died on the 19th of March,

SIR CULLING E. EARDLEY, BART. 

Sir Culling Eardley Eardley, third Baronet, of Hadley, Middlesex, who died 
on the 2ist inst., at his seat, Bedwell Park, near 
Hatfield, Hertfordshire, was the son of Sir Culling 
Smith, the second Baronet, by his wife, Charlotte 
Elizabeth, second daughter and coheir (with her 
sisters, Lady Saye and Sele, and Mrs. Childers, of 
Cantley, Yorkshire) of Sir Sampson Gideon-Eardley, 
Lord Eardley—a title extinct in 1824, He was 
born April 21, 1805, and was educated at Eton, and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he was second in 
classics in 1827. He succeeded his father, Sir 
Culling Smith, as third Baronet, June 30, 1829, 
He represented Pontefract in Parliament in 1831. 
Sir Culling assumed, on May 14, 1847, by Royal 
licer.se, in lien of Smith, the surname and arms of 
Eardley. He married, Feb. 29, 1832, Isabella, fourth 
daughter of Thomas William Carr, Eeq., of Eshott, 
Northumberland, and by her (who was sister of the 
present Lady Cranworth, and who died May 1, 
1860) left, with two daughters - Frances Selina and 
Isabella Maria—a son and successor, now Sir 
Eardley Gideon Culling Eardley, the fourth Baronet, who was born in 1838, and 
married, in 1859, Florence, only child of James Magee, Esq., of New Orleans. 
This family—first Lefevre, then Smith, and then Eardley—came from France, 
temp. Queen Elizabeth, and settled at Hadley, in Middlesex. It became of 
eminence in mercantile affairs, and has been highly connected by marriage— 
viz., with Dr. Sumner, Provost of King’s College, Cambridge ; with the Laws 
of Lauriston ; with the Wellesleys, Earls of Mornington ; and with Henry, 
seventh Duke of Beaufort, K.G. The first Baronet, Sir Culling Smith, was so 
created in 1802, and was grandfather of the Baronet just deceased.

St. George’s Hall. A winding staircase of stone passes through the | 
interior of the column to the summit, and, by the same route, a 
lightning conductor is carried, terminating at the top of the statue. 
The dimensions of the work are as follow :—Granite steps, 6ft. high ; | 
pedestal, 15 ft. 4in.; column, base, and cap, 31 ft.; pedestal at top, | 
i3ft.; platform, 2 ft. 8 in.; statue, 14ft.; making the total height, | 
including the figure, 132ft. The whole rests upon a foundation of 
large blocks of Runcorn stone, some of the blocks being several tons 
weight. For the columa, Darley Dale stone has been employed. The 
design was furnished by Mr. A. Lawson, architect, of Glasgow. 
Messrs. Holme and Nicol were the general contractors, the mason’s 
work being undertaken by Mr. G. Glaister. The statue is of colossal 
size, being 14 ft. in height. The Duke is represented in the undress 
uniform ofa General. His left hand rests upon a sword, and in the 
right he holds a Field Marshal's baton. He wears a short military 
cloak, which formed part of his ordinary attire. The treatment of 
the figure is that of complete re In every respect the statue is 
creditable to the skill and ability of the artist, Mr. G. Lawson, 
sculptor, of Liverpool. The bronzes in bas-relief are being executed by 
the same artist. The statue was cast at the works of Messrs. 
Robinson and Cottam, Pimlico, London, the metal employed being 
chiefly from guns supplied by the Government, most of them trophies 
from Waterloo

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT, 


TneERz is never now any serious difference between the Houses of Lords 
and Commons, on condition that the former as a rule register all the 
decrees of thelatter. Onoe in a way, the Upper House is permitted to 
throw out a bill which has passed the other Chamber, such measures 
being always of a special and peculiar character. Of late, however, 
the opposition in the Commons, by its curious gatherings in strength 
on Wednesdays, has saved the Lords the trouble of discussing, as well 
as deprived them of the gratification of asserting their rights by 
hostile divisiors against the very few subjects which remain in this 
category. Unity between the two branches of the Legislature is in a 
manner enforced, and the Lords can only maintain their individuality 
by keeping up distinctions which do not amount to differences between 
themselves and the Commons. For instance, their Lordships never 
sit on Wednesdays; on their sitting days their time of meeting is an 
hour later than the Commons; and their adjournments for the 
Easter and Whitsuntide recesses are fixed for different periods 
to those adopted by the Lower House. This time they declined 
to separate on the same evening as the Commons, and met with 
wonderful formality two days after the other House had taken 
flight. Some suspicion was aroused that, as they had the whole of 
the newspapers to themselves, they would expand into a debate of 
pretension—an effect which they can produce out of anything or 
nothing, it not being necessary, to their notions of order, to be very 
ise in any of their proceedings. The bill which contained the 
Balk of the Budget was before them ; and, as roasting Mr. Gladstone 
is a favourite amusement of their Lordships, from Lord Derby down

Nevertheless, it is the fact that the Lords have been by no means 
idle during the present Session. There have been numerous debates 
priedly carried on, but only until half- past seven o'clock at the latest. 

e have not beheld this year that scene in the Upper House which 
seems so singular, and which consists of a sitting till tweive or one. 
What a weird look the us chamber presents abouteleven. The 
lamps are burning their , but they are not sufficient to cast a broad 
light over the wide area of the house, although they make heat enough, 
and the atmosphere is close and oppressive. The red benches are 
thinly tenanted by a few Peers, who sit there because they do not 
feel energy enough to move elsewhere; the Lord Chancellor, on 
his bolt-upright seat, bends into ail kinds of positions to obtain 
ease, his wig having fallen a in his restlessness, for it is about this 
time that the boredom of the Upper House prevails. The best men— 
Lord —— Lord Granville, it may be Lord Elleaborough—have 
spoken early in the debate; perhaps even the Duke of Argyll has 
rung out his perky sentences, in a voice which is meant to show that 
strength of lungs is consistent with diminutiveness of on ; and the 
discussion has fallen into the clutches of, say, Earl Grey or Lord 
Monteagle, or it may be a Bishop, who is not the Bishop of Oxford, 
for in his case there is no lassitude amongst the audience, and no lack 
of numbers to listen. But as a rule prose is prevalent at this time, 
and if ever exhaustion was typified by the appearance of men, and, by 
a stretch of imagination, by things, it is to be found here. Nor is 
there any hope of revival, for every one knows that the debate is to be 
wound up by the Duke of Newoastle, and that for at least an hour— 
if he is merciful—he will flow on in one steady, level monotone, which 
ought to be soothing, but somehow is irritating. When he has reached 
A — at which it is thought there is a prospect of conclusion Lord 
Foley, and Lord Colville of Culross, who whip in for Government and 
the Opposition respectively, drive in their lordly herds of voters, who 
come with pensive steps and slow to go through the form of a division, 
the result of which has been known to every one a week before, 

As has been stated, up to this time there has been no such debate 
in the Lords, and it is not very likely that any such will be got out 
of the dulness of this Session. The ordinary characteristics of the 
house are therefore preserved, and a word or two about them may not 
be without interest. When the doors are opened to the technical 
stranger, at five o'clock, the house is deadly still, the Lord Chan- 
cellor on the woolsack being almost its only ocoupant. In a minute 
or two the swing doors on each side of the throne are from time to 
time pushed gently open, disclosing, with quite a theatrical effect, as 
they stand for a moment ajar, glimpses of the Prince’s Chamber; and 
through one or other of these noiseless portals glides with measured 
steps an occational Peer, whose demeanour is indicative of a desire 
not to break the silence of the place, and who takes his seat with a 
caution and precision which are quite imposing. In a short time there 
are seated on the Opposition bench, nearest the throne, the Marquis 
of Normanby, the Earl of Shaftesbury, and the Earl of Ellenborough, 
the latter sitting in an attitude like that which the Duke of Wellington 
used to assume in his latter days—the head bent down on the breast 
and the arms folded. On the chief Opposition seat are to be seen the 
Earl of Oarnavon and the Marquis of Salisbury; the Earl of 
Hardwicke is near the centre, next to Lord Derby, who is supported 
on the other side by Lord Malmesbury, when he is 
which he is not by any means constantly; or, in his absence, by 
Lord Chelmsford, who seems to have been appointed deputy leader 
of the Opposition, always taking on himself the duty of that 
functionary when Lord Derby has the gout. On a bench still lower 
sit Lord Wynford and other unattached but active Conservative 
Peers. As every one knows, there are really cross benches in the 
House of Lords, and on them the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Cambridge sit when they are present; but they have always 
some occupants, such as the Duke of Cleveland, Bart, Stanhope, and 
the Earl of Galloway. The first bench nearest the bar, on the 
Ministerial side, is a Kind of locus penitentia, for there are ered 
ex-Ministers, such as Lord Olarendon, Lord Oran , Lord 
Wodehouse, and Lord Taunton; and behind it may be seen the tall, 
gaunt form of the Marquis of Olanricarde. On the Ministerial bench 
roper, from the bar upwards, sit Lord Stanley of Alderley, Earl De 

y, and the Duke of Somerset. In the place of honour, as leader 
and commander-in-chief, is placed Earl Granville, and on his further 
side are the Duke of Newcastle and the Duke of Argyll. By a strong

re se ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

PROFESSOR TYNDALL’s fourth lecture “On Sound,” given on Tueed 
the 19th inst., began with some additional optical illustrations of the vibrat 
of sound produced by two tuning forks ; and it was shown that the vibrations 
of single rods, by virtue of their being able to vibrate with different degree: 
similar to those pro- 
Ptoceeding to 
the study of the vibration of strings, it was shown, by means of the mono- 
chord, that the number of vibrations executed in a given time is inversely as 
the length of the string; and that a string may vibrate as a whole, or it may 
divide itself into 2,3, 4, 5, &c., vibrating parte, the pitch augmenting with 








| the division of the string. While the string is vibrating as a whole, it may 


also subdivide itself into vibrating parts ; the note given out by the string 
when vibrating as a whole is the fundamental note ; and the other ni are 
called the harmonics of the string. The fundamental note and its harmonics, 
being heard together, determine the quality of the note. It was also shown 
that musical notes may be obtained from the longitudiral vibrations of a string 
or wire. In the case of transverse vibrations, the elasticity depends on the fore: 
which stretches the string ; in the case of longitudinal vibrations, the elasticity 
is that of the molecules of the vibrating body. These latter vibrations being of 
much greater velocity, the notes obtained from them are much higher in 
pitch than those obtained from transverse vibrations. The lecture concluded 
with the explanation and illustration of the vibrations of circular plates and 
be!

Their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales, and Prince 


Professor Faraday, in a short discourse, explained 
the principks and construction of the spectrum apparatus, and referred 
to its higbly successful employment in chemical analysis, whereby Professor 
Kirchhoff and Bunsen had discovered the new metals—caesium and rul.idium— 
and Mr. W. Crookes had discovercd the new metal thallium. Profesor 
Tyndall, then, by means of the electric lamp, exhibited the fine spectrum from 
the electric light, and afterwards produced the spectra of the metals— 

| mercury, silver, copper, zinc, brass, and thallium—showing the distinctive 
coloured bands. He then stated that by the study of these phenomena 
philosophers have been enabled to obtain a great increase in the knowledge 
of the nature of the sun and ite atmosphere. In conclusion, Professor 
Frankland drew the attention of the Royal party to the combustion of the 
metals magnesium and aluminium, formerly exceedingly rare, but now 
becoming abundant through the progress of chemical research, 

PROFESSOR ANSTED gave his sixth lecture on Thursday, the 2ist inst., 
“ On the Results of Engineering and Mining Works on the Progress of Geolo- 
gical Science,” when he pointed out the proper methods of observing and study- 
ing the surface, referring especially to the labours of Dr. Wm. Smith, the father 
of British geology, to whom we owe the first good geological maps and sections. 
He explained the nature of these maps and sections, stating that they were 
constructed to show the characters of the strata immediately beneath the 
vegetable soil—some maps exhibiting the broadly-marked features of the soil, 
for general purposes ; other maps giving minute details with extreme acen- 
racy. Specimens of both kinds were exhibited. The Professor esp’ cially 
dilated on the great increase of accurate knowledge of the carth which had 
been acquired in making railway cuttings and tunnels, well-boring, quarrying 
stone, mining, &c., and also dwelt on the valuable application of this inesti- 
mable knowledge in searching for water, coal, metals, and other minerals. 
PROFESSOR RoOscor, of Owen’s College, Manchester, gave the Friday 
evening discourse on the 22nd inst., the subject being “ The Direct Measure- 
ment of the Sun's Chemical Action,” one which he had brought before the 
members on March 2, 1860. He began with some remarks on the distinctions 
between an animal and a plant, the former being an apparatus for combustion, 
the latter one for reduction, the first consuming and restoring what the latter 
produces, The life of the latter is mainly dependent on the chemical action of 
the sun’s rays. The red or heating rays of the solar spectrum produce meteor- 
ological effects, while the blue and violet rays promote vegetation by enabling 
the plant to decompose the carbonic acid of the air, to assimilate the carbon to 
form its tissues, and to restore the oxygen to the air for the use of animals. 

The amount and distribution of these rays at any given place regulates to a 

great extent the character of the fauna and flora, and, in fact, gives the 

“ chemical climate” of the place. The power of the blue rays was shown in 

the combination of the gases hydrogen and chlorine in small bulbs, with a 

violent explosion when exposed to blue light; this did not occur when the 

bulbs were exposed to a bright red light. The aim of the researches of M. 

Bunsen and Mr. Roscoe has been to obtain an easy and exact measure of the 

chemical action effected by the total sunlight and diffused light at any point on 

| the earth’s surface under the most varying condition of situation, c:imate, and 
state of the atmosphere, This has been done by means of a chemical photo- 
meter dependent upon the action of the chemical rays upon sensitive 
gases, but, having been too delicate for general use, recourse has 
been had to the registration of the tint which these rays produce upon 
photographic paper (coated with cloride of silver) of constant sensitiveness. 
After some illustrative examples Mr. Roscoe stated that experiment had 

| proved that a constant tint of blackness was produced on the standard paper 
| by a constant quantity of light, the tint being the same whether the light of 
the intensity 1 acts for the time 50, or the light 50 for the time 1. Hence a 
method of measuring the chemical action of the lig is founded on the ob- 
servations, We have simply to measure the e necessary to produce a given 
and standard tint upon the standard paper, ar 1e intensity of the light which 
produces this normal tint in the unit of time is termed the unit of chemical 
intensity. If two units of time are needed to effect this same blackening, the 

| intensity is one half, and soon, The time of insolation is measured by a pen- 
dulum photometer, and the strip of paper thus insolated exhibits a regulai ly- 
diminishing shade from dark to white. The point where the paper has a shade 
equal to that of the normal tint was shown to be accurately read off by means of 
the monochromatic soda flame. The discourse was concluded with an account of 
the measurement of the chemical brightness of the sun's surface (which differs 
greatly at various points) on the 9th inst. The central portion was found to 
be from three to five times as chemically bright as the portions on the edge of 
the disc, and the brightness of the different portions varied widely, The 
lecturer stated that he hoped to be able to introduce regular determinations 

| Of the sun's chemical brightness into the several meteorological observatories. 
PROFESSOR MAX MIULLER’S concluding lecture on “The Science of 
Language,” given on Saturday, the 23rd inst., was devoted to the consi 

| Of what he termed “ Modern Mythology,” which not only includes the legends 
of the middle ages but also many popular errors in relation to natural history 
and other sciences, as well as many current errors of the present day. The 
origin of these myths the Professor mainly attributed to the corruption of 

| language. Words were mutilated, phrases were changed, and popular 
| etymology produced fables in relation to them. We see this in the signs of 
inns, the names of buildings, &c. (e.g., “ George and Cannon,” from George 

| Canning ; “ Bull and Gate,” from Boulogne Gate ; “‘ Brasenose ” College, from 
| Brewery House, &c.) The story of the origin of the barnacle goose from the 
barpacie shell, in wood, is gravely and circumstantially narrated in the 

| Philosophical Transactions for 1678 ; by Gerard, the herbalist, in 1599 ; and by 
Giraldus Cambrensis in the twelfth century. This myth Professor Miiller con- 

| siders to be derived from the name “ hibernaculi,” given to these birds, then 
frequently imported from Ireland into the Continent to be used for food in 

| Lent, as being of a fishy origin. The legend of St. Ch ristopher he considered 
to be derived from the phrase “‘ Christ carried in the heart ;” and many ott er 
high poetic ideas have been converted into gross forms throngh the corruption 
| of language. The production of these legends must not be entirely attributed 
to the clergy ; since even Popes have frequently and vainly attempted to 
suppress them. Thus, also, it is the duty of all correct reasoners to investigate 

into the diseases and wanderings of language, and endeavour to restore it t« 

its original condition. 

PROFESSOR TYNDALL, in his fifth lecture 
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“On Sonnd,” given on Toeaday 


| last, the 26th inst., resumed the consideration of the musical sounds prod nced 


by vibrating discs, rods, &c. By means of sand strewn on plates he showed how 
a disk, when it sounds its deepest note, divides itself ir.to four swinging parts 
separated from each other by four radia! lines of no motion (nodal jines) ; and 
how it may also divide itself into six, eight, ten, twe Ive, &c., swinging parts 
divided from each other by nodal lines (the more minute the divi-ion, the 
higher being the pitch of the disc). The forms produced by the sand placed 
on the plates are named after their discoverer, “Chiodni’s figures.” A 
sounding bell obeys the same laws as a sounding disc; the nodal lines pases 
from the edge of the bell and cross each other at ite crown. The phenomena 
connected with vibrating rods were next fully exemplified and explained. It 
was stated that when a red vibrates longitudinally it stretches and shortens 
in the direction of ite length ; that the pitch of different rods of the same 
material is inversely as the lengths of the rods; and that with rods of equal 
lengths and of different substances the pitch of that rod is highest throngh 
which sound travels with the greatest velocity. This was proved with rods
